Louisville Newspaper Controversy. 

The difference between the Louisville pa- 
pers—the Journal and Demoocrat— is that 
while both denounce the Government as vlo- 
lv.ir lt, subverting, setting aside and destroy 
ing the Constitution, and as prosecuting the 
war for unconstitutional means and for un 
constitutional purposes, and while both are 
using equally effective means to stir up pop- 
ular jealousy, disaffection and hostility agaiust 
the Government and its supporters, and 
to prepare the popular mind of Kentucky for 
revolt— while each is doing Its endeavor to 
this effect, the Journal hesitates at the policy 
of stopping Congressional appropriations of 
men and money to carry on the war, and, on 
the other hand, the Democrat more consist- 
ently advocates It. 

To people outside that State it anpears tbat 
when journals are exciting hostility to. the 
Government in every way in which it can be 
effsc ivc — when thev are continually dissem- 
inating teachings which, to the mojor'.ty of the 
people of Kentucky, are easily accepted as 
rational justification for rebellion — when they 
are inflaming ibut prejudice and hatred which 
causes overt acts of hostility, and that, too, 
where such overt acts are ever impending and 
are ever threatening the safety of the loyal, to 
stop then at the policy of opposing the Gov- 
ernment through legislative means, which, 
under present political conditions, would be 
ineffective by all that the Kentucky delegation 
could do, Is stopping on a point too nice to be 
appreciable. 

Both journals have, to the extent of their 
ability, Instigated oopular ma'iirnlty and prej 
udice against the Government, and against the 
people of the North who support It. This is 
the process that makes overt rebels against 
the Government. The hostility cf tho Ken- 
tucky delegatiou in Congress could do little. 
Both journals are equally mischievous in mat- 
ter. 1 tie Democrat is consistent in not stojt- 
ping at the mint rue and cummin of legislative 
opposition to the Government where it is ac- 
tive in the weightier matter of exciting effect- 
ive hostility among the people. The Journal 
is probably mote mischievous in effect because 
it bad loyal readers to work upon. 

But while the Journal refuses to advoeate 
the jxjlicy of stopping the war supplies, it os- 
tentatiously applauds the Democratic party in 
Ohio, which is under the lead of men who 
ire any war to sustain the Government 
unconstitutional, and that the real genuine 
Democracy were never at heart for the war, 
and that if the war leads to Union it wUl lead 
to an unmitigated despotism, and tbat there- 
fore they would 6top it on any terms; and who 
boast that they have never voted a man or a 
dollar to support the war. 

The Journal makes a forlorn virtue of refus 
ing to come to the policy of stopping supnlics, 
but it announces the identity of the "Union 
men of Kentucky" with the co; pcrheads of 
Ohio, who never voted supplies, and declare 
they never will ; and it declares that "what- 
ever differences may appear are merely inci- 
deutil , growing oat of the difft rent conditions 
under which the two are battling against the 
common enemies of both — Secessionism and 
Abolitionism." 

The Journal is not so blind as not to know 
that if the Democratic leaders in Ohio had 
the power they would stop the war on the 
basis of separation, permitting the rebellion to 
triumph, and abandoning Kentucky Union 
meu to the Confederate tender mercies, as a 
preliminary to some future "voluntary 
Union," to be sought by the unconditional 
submission of the free Slates. Perhaps this 
has no terrors for the Journal, but we more 
than question its right to speak for the Union 
men of Kentucky, and to declare that they are 
one with Northern copperheads. 

It is impossible to serve both the rebellion 
and the Government. In the effort the Jour- 
nal has made a record which it could afford 
any price or change' of base to get rid of. To 
talk of nice legislative distinctions, while con- 
tinually denouncing the Government aud in- 
flaming disaffection among the people of the 
border, is as rational as to exciic a bull to mad- 
ness and then try to restrain him by monl 
suasion. The JoaraaPj legislative policy bad 
better go with its effective course. Then ft will 
b' at least consistent. Or it would be better if it* 
< flectivs course weic radically changed. Un- 
less it is, wc doubt if the Journal will be the 
representative of am public sentiment in Keu- 
tucky; for the Democrat lias feebly succeeded 
to the place lormerly held by the Courier, as 
represeutalive of the Secessionists, and ihe 
Uniou men of Kentucky will not submit to 
tie Journal's classification with Ohio aud In- 
diana copperheads.

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Defeat 



of the Rebels-Another Victory Won 
by General Grover-Orer 1,500 Pris- 
oners Captured. 

The United States steamer Fulton, from 
New Orleans and Key West, arrived at New 
York on Sunday. She left New Orleans on 
the 9th, but grounding In the Mississippi was 
detained nine days, and did not leave the bar 
until the 19;h. New Orleans papers of that 
date were put on board, and through these we 
are put in possession of important information 
regarding the operations of General Banks In 
the Teche country, which will be found 
below : 

[From the New Orleans Era, 19th.; 
The latest news from the front of our army 
on the Teche is of the same encouraging char- 
acter as heretofore. On Friday night General 
Banks reached Verinillionvllle, previous to 
which, however, a sanguinary and spirited 
fight took place at the crossing of Vermillion 
Buyou, a short distance this side of the village. 

At this place the rebels posted a force of 
over one thousand infantry and strong batter- 
ies of artUlery In ambush. Fire waa opened 
upon the advance of General Banks' army 
from the whole force of the enemy. The fight 
raged furiously for some time, but resulted 
finally, after considerable loss on both sides, 
in the giving way of the rebel* and the cross- 
ing of our iroops. 

It was repo.ted last night that Gen. Banks 
wonld undoubtedly be in Opelousas by to- 
night, with his whole army. 

Accounts from that part of the country state 
tbat the fortification at Bute la Rose have been 
reduced by our fleet, and tbat the place is in 
our possession. At this place, as will be 
seen by the correspondence below, the rebels 
had. besides their land batteries, the ram Wm. 
II. Webb. 

Our correspondent details the operations as 
they occurred afier the attack on the Fortifica- 
tions of Bethel Place. After the second day's 
fight the iutrenchment* were evacuated, leav- 
ing in our possession two pieces of artillery 
and a large <iuantity of ammunition, dtc. 

As the army advanced tbey came up with a 
force under Gen. Giover, which had been en- 
pa?ed in a desperate iitrbt, which is described. 
It was in Gen. Grover's engagement that most 
of the prisoners were taken. 

Our forces have captured over five hundred 
head of horses, mules, and cattle, which are of 
incalculable value to the captors at this junc- 
ture of affairs. 

This expedition of General Biuks up the 
Teche country, so far, has proved to be the 
most important and productive of the most 
satisfactory results of any that we have had to 
record since he has assumed the command of 
the Department of the Gulf. Our army is 
rolling like a ball of tire through the finest 
portion of Louisiana. When the rebels are 
thoroughly driven out of the Opelousas 
country, the backbone of the rebellion will be 
very much broken, so far as this State is con- 
cerued. 

[It appears from the foUowing letter that a 
two days' fight had occured at the fortillca- 
tious ot Bethel Place previous to the events 
narrated. Of these two days' operations we 
have yet received no account. — Ed. Time*.] 
[Correspondence of the Era.] 
In tub Field, Ajova New Ibkkia, ) 
April 17, 1863. ] 
At half-past eleven o'clock, on the night of 
the 13.b inet., Colonel Kimball, of the Fifty- 
third Massachusetts, heard thesnemy making 
preparations for cvacuatirg hisintrenchments. 
The moving of ihe artillery and baggage 
a aft waf , packing and nailing of boxes, and 
drivers cursing their mules, could be distinct- 
ly heard by the advanced pickets of Colonel 
Coodirg's brigade. Colonel Kimball imme- 
diately notified Colonel Coodirgofthe fact, 
and he lu turn sent word to Major General 
Banks. 

No special movement was made In pursuit 
of the enemy until early the next morning, 
when General Emory ordered a portion of his 
command to lire into the breastworks, to make 
sure that they were evacuated. But at thie 
lime Col. Kimball had entered the works on 
the right, and immediately planted the national 
colors upon the parapet. 

An advance of the whole column now took 
place, General WeitzePs division taking the 
van. Upon entering the works, the sceue 
ou every hand gave the fullest evidence ol 
bloody work the day before. Their unbutied 
dead were lriug around on all sides. Within 
an area of fifty leet thirty horses lay dead on 
the field. 

There were found in the rebel works one 
3:i-i>ounder 6mooth-boro cannon, and a fine 
l'J-pouuder rifled brass howiizer. This latter, 
with its caisson, was being drawn over the 
bridge across a ditch to the rear of the works, 
wheu a solid shot from one of our 30-pounder 
Parrots struck the bed of the piece aud threw 
it with the caisson into the ditch, where it 
now lies. 

Large stores of all kinds of ammunition, 
and some Enfield rifles and a few small 
were found in the works, having been 
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abandoned by tbo enemy. The remnant* of 
a hasty meal were lound scattered around 
ncur the cannon. In one place the earthworks 
were torn up by a bursting shell, and the 
earth in many places was van much plowed 
up by the iron missiles of death. The wildest 
enthusiasm prevailed among our troops as 
they untered this rebel stronghold. Loud 
cheers were given as the advancing column 
passed through the intrenchments,and beheld 
the fearful effects of the two days' struggle. 

The army marched on the first day to a 
point just above Pattersonvtlle, where it was 
learned that the prisoners taken from the 
Diana had been sent up to Franklin. 

At Patterson vi lie-, and for a short distance 
beyond there, the advance was, annoyed by the 
rear guard of the rt treating ^nemy, consisting 
of 100 cavalry and three pieces of artillery. 
Our van was ireuuenlly fired upon, but did not 
retreat out of range until the second days' 
march, when, at one time finding themselves 
out of sight of the main body, the men In front 
fell back, or waited until the whole force came 
up, when the march was resumed. The town 
of Franklin was reached on Wednesday. Be- 
icre the day waa out 400 prisoners were 
brought in and .juurtered in the Courthouse. 
By the next night the number had increased 
to oyer 500, including whole companies, who 
were marched in at once. By a singular good 
fortune three of the officers who were taken 
on the Diana were recaptured at this place. 

When Jeff Davis first made the proposition 
in the State of Louisiana t'^at evevy man au- 
wilUjfag to ught for the Coufederaey should 
leave the Stale, a Mr. Smith, oi Louisville, bad 
not time enough to leave with a light draught 
steamer in bis possession, and it was confis- 
cated on the Ouachita. Its name was the Cor- 
nie. Since that time it has been employed to 
transport rebel troops and army stores. For 
the last two months it was constantly em 
ployed in carrying salt lrom the mines, seven 
miles southward of New Iberia, to the junc 
tion of the Teche and Cahawba Bayqn 9 - 
From tbis point the sa!| bus heeu transported 
to A'e«°an6ua, aad by way of Red river 
to V ick; burg, port I'udson and other 
places occupied by the rebels. On the 12th 
inst., early in the morning, the Cornie 
left New Iberia with a lot of ammnntt^on. for 
the rebels at Camp Bis^d. L-pou reichlng 
that phice (he boat was detained to carry 
away tbe sick and wounded in case of any 
am* rgtncy. On the next night she received 
orders to get up steam ;>nd leaye at once with 
iho wovtiidevV -accordingly seventy-five 
wounded, some fatally, and also as many sick 
men, were placed on board, and the boat left 
for the hospital at New Dierja. 'Inly ou,-. sur- 
j^cOd was rfeitt up wUh tue wounded. Upon 
icacbiog Franklin, orders were given to burn 
and destroy all the boats. The sick could not 
b removed, so a hospital flag was raised and 
an attempt mane to psat General Grover's 
command. After going a mile and a half 
above Franklin, the Cornie met the Diana, 
and was ordered to return to Franklin, land 
the wounded and Jitprn the boat, on reaching 
that place, Lieutenant Allen, of General Weit 
Baft staff, a wounded prisoner from tbe Diana, 
stepped up to tbe Captain and demanded it* 
surrender. "Take charge of her, air, and hoist 
your flag on her," was the only and Immediate 

rug, 

Alice, of ihe Dana, at once secured the 
services of other Federal Surgeons, and the 
tick and wcunded were placed in a hospital 
under his charge. 

By tbis fortunate capture, Lieutenant Allen, 
of Weitsel's Stan; Captain Jewett, of the 
One Hundred and Sixteenth New York Regi- 
ment; and Lieutenant AUce, of tbe Diana, 
were retaken, and immediately commenced 
performing every service for the unfortunate 
butferirs. 

On the day the Cornie was captured, tbe 
rebels burned the Newsboy, a large stern 
wheeler; the Gotsamer, * tern-wheel, larger 
than the Newsboy; and the Era No. J, the 
largest of all. Tbe gunboat Diana was 
bunted at the same time— all of them at Frank- 
l» 

The next day, at New Iberia, the Louisa, the 
Derby, tbe Uncle Tommy (side wheel, for- 
merly a ferryboat at Plaque mine), the Blue 
Hammock (side wheel), and the gunboat 
Hart, were all burned. The Cricket waa sunk 
at the junction, of the Teche and Cahawba 
Bayou*. 



The gunboat Hart waa one of the best and 
fastest gunboats in tbe rebel navy. She car- 
ried one 82-pound rifle cannon forward, and 
another like it rft, and two small smooth-bore 
24-pound brass pieces under her casement. 
Her machinery and bulkheads were protected 
by 3-inch railroad iron, the heaviest kind in 
use. She had two splendid engines aboard, 
of 20-inch cylinder, seven feet stroaa There 
were four double-flue boilers on the boat. 
She was commenced upon the day after tbe 
burning of the Cotton, bnt lor some reason 
had not been finished until recently. She now 
lies with her ruined hulk across the Teche, 
above New Iberia. 

Large stores of provisions and ammunition 
were destroyed with these boats, including 
some twenty thousand pounds of bacon, and 
nearly a thousand cases of ammunition. 

We are in possession of certain information 
with reference to the long-cherished desigus 
ol the enemy. They had proposed sending 
the gunboat Hart down tho Teche, together 
with the Picayune, her transport. On the Ca- 
hawba they were about seeding the Marietta 
and the B. L. Hedge. From the Red river the 
Queen of the West, the Webb, the W. Bob 
erto, the Grand Duke, and the Roebuck were 
to come. Two rams huilding at 8creveport 
they were to send, if finished. One of them, 
half solid, built purposely for butting, was to 
come round by way of the Mississippi and at- 
tack the boats ut New Oi leans. Those on the 
Teche were to come directly down that bayou 
to Brashear City. Those on the Cahawba and 
the Red river were to come down the Atcba- 
falaya to tbe same point, and, after its capture 
to jro around by the Balizo and another route 
to New Orleans. 

They were to rally their Infantry at the same 
time at Plaquemlne, and take the railroad 
running from Brashear City. On the 13th it 
was the enemy's design to retreat as far as 
Alexandria, about a hundred miles west of 
Opelousas, and make a stand. Kirby Smith 
was to meet the m there with re enforcements, 
and assume command of them. 

UENEBAL GKOVKK'b EXPEDITION. 

A* the main body of our troops reached 
Frar.klin, the news of General G rover'* recent 
action* wo* brought to General Banks. Gen. 
Grover's divison was in camp at Brashear 
City when the remainder of the forces started 
from Berwick City. 

The division bad been ordered to remain for 
the purpose of constituting an expedition to 
attack the enemy in the rear at tbe same time 
the main body elrovehimfrom the earthworks 
below. 

Early on Sunday morning, the 12th inst., 
the whole division embarked on board the 
gunboats Calhoun, Clifton, Estrella and Arl- 
zina, and the transports St. Mary, Laurel Hill 
tjuinebaug, Southern Merchant and Segur. 

Proceeding up the bay, through Grand Lake 
Pa£8 and Grand Lake, by a cross bayou, they 
reached Irish Bend, on the Teche, a bend like 
that of an cx yoke, about three miles west of 
Franklin. 

The First I.onisiana Regiment was the first 
to land It had hardly stepped ashore when 
an attack was made upon it by the rebels with 
two pieces of artillery and two hundred in- 
fantry. Some killed on both sides during the 
firing which immediately followed. The ene- 
my were compelled to fall back. Upon reach- 
ing the Teche, several rifle shots were fired by 
the rebels. They attempted to prevent the 
approach of our troops. This attempt like- 
wise failed before the sharp firing of our men, 
and the rebels were driven still lurther bacn. 
Our men crossed the Teche and bivouacked 
for the night. The next morning at an early- 
hour they started toward Franklin. While 
marching along the levee road, upon reaching 
a point two miles from Frauklin, on what is 
called Irish Bend, they again met the euemy. 
There was a cross road meeting the main, and 
in thia the rebel artillery was planted, com- 
maudieg all the country about there. 

As tbe troops came up, to their right was a 
thick forest of large trees, behiud which the 
enemy wa3 concealed, having also a wooden 
fence between them and their opposers. Prep- 
aratious were made at once for a desperate 
attack. As one of their uurnber, now a pris- 
oner, remarked, "We know that we have got 
to fight hard or be taken prisoners." 

The twenty-filth Connecticut regiment was 
the first to engage the eni:my. it occupied 
the center of the line of battle, having tho 
Twenty-3ixth Maine regiment on the right, 
and the Thirteenth Connecticut regiment ou 
the lef:, aud supported by the Twelfth Maine 
regiment. 

It was deployed as skirmishers on the left of 
tho road, ana mus marched until aoreasl of 
the wc jds, aud then while under a sharp tire 
from the enemy, the line gradually swung 
round until it faced the wood, letting the 
enemy get to their rear. This accomplished, 
an attempt was made to capture our artillery, 
without success, although th3 regiment 
gradually fell back until it received support 
from the Ninety-first New York. 

The twenty fifth Connecticut regiment was 
ordered into action on the left of the line, and 
in the advance. 

They met the enemy awaiting their approach 
in a piece of woods, where their artillery was 
supported by a strong lorce of infantry and 
•a /airy. 

When a charge was ordered, to force the 
rebels from their position aud io take their 
artillery, the Thirteenth had to charge through 
a plowed field and over two fences. 

Notwithstanding these obstacles, this regi- 
ment succeeded in capturiDg two caissons, tix 
horses, two swords, and a splendid flag from 
tbe enemy. The fiig was of line silk, six feet 
in length, bordered with rich silver tinsel, aud 
bore upju U the inscription: "The ladies of 
Franklin to tbe St, Mary's Cannoneers." 

Sewn after the charge of the Thirteenth, the 
enemy fell back defeated. The force opposed 
to us was not large, but had the advantage of 
position and of making a surprise. The total 
force of the rebels, both here and at the bat- 
teries, did not exceed 10,000 men. 

Our loss was considerable, and that of the 
enemy must have corresponded with ours. 

Sibley's brigade wo* included in this num- 
ber — two regiments of Texas cavalry. Captain 
Sims' battery, and the Yalverde and Pelican 
tuttericti. The whole force was uuder the 
command ot General Dick Taylor, son of the 
late Zachary Taylor. 

At tbis moment the whole force Is retreat- 
ing lrom our troops, demoralized aad hopeless 
of their cause.

Thus far the wounded In this corps in skir- 
mishing four miles below Fredericksburg aie 
all from one division, namely: The Fourteenth 
Brooklyn, Twenty-second New York, and 
Twenty-ninth Iudlaua. None are wounded 
daugerously. Nearly all were wounded, in 
skitmishing, by musket shots. 

Our batteries have just opened on the rebels, 
but we fail to draw their artillery fire, or to si- 
lence their musketry. 

Signal Ughts have been observed in busy 
operation upon the hights that border the Rip- 
puhaunock, doubtlessly used for the purpose 
of warning the rebels of any movement of our 
army. 

Earthworks and lines of defense extend far 
up along the rebel side of ihe river, and at 
night the reflection of many camp tires lights 
up the sky tor miles. All conversation be- 
tween pickets is strictly prohibited, and even 
tbe templing bait of a piece of tobacco cannot 
procure for the rebels the luxury of a Yankee 
newspaper.

The next morning the Ciptain reported 
tiL'.tG. and D. had made their escape. Carter 
thrn left the camp, and has not since been 
seen at his quarters. The men who were with 
him have also absconded. By putting all of 
these facts together, there can be no doubt 
that the men were murdered by Carter and the 
other men with him.

Washington, Mar 1 
By mail to New York, and fr»>m the beat 
attainable authority from persons arriving 
from the Rappahanaock, it appears that some 
mportant movements took place yesterday. 
There was no Hunting of impor^tnee. The 
force crossed atLillis' ford on ponfr x>n bridges, 
and were said to be. two or three miles below 
Fredericksburg. We held possession of the 
pontoons. Last night the enemy lormed lines 
of baUle, planted batteries on th«> heights in 
their rear, and also fired a few shots to get the 
range in crossing. We lost one or two effl 
cers killed, and from thirty to forty men 
wounded. Our men crossed first hi botts, in 
order to deceive the enemy and get them out 
of their rifle pits. We killed and 
wounded atrreat many, and took 106 prisoners, 
ncluding several officers; one of whom was 
Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton, of the Sixth 
Louisiana. These prisouers arrived here yes- 
terday, and were sent to the old capitol prison. 

Another informant rays the the left wins:, 
3o,000 strong, crossed four miles below Kre !- 
erlcksburg, a little below where Franklin 
crosEed previous to the first battle of Fred- 
ericksburg. 

Th' y fouifht twelve hours and drove tbe en- 
emy eight miles out of their rifle-pits :>n<l be- 
hind their intrencuments. The Third brigade 
of the First division of the First coips has 
Bullet el more than any other in the fight. Our 
forces have captured between 500 an i 000 
prisoners, who will soon be through to this 
citr. 

Many ot these prisoners have voluntarily 
>me ever to us, having thrown away their 
arms in small squads and becged food. Tbey 
pick up what the soldiers have thrown aw.ty 
on the march. Other rebels, however, say 
they have plenty to cat. 

Tkfl rigbi wing crossed at Kelly's ford, and 
General tit oncmau's cavalry is reported to be 
somewhere in the rear of Fredericksburg. 
One corps still rtmiins at Falmouth as a re- 
serve. 

Washington, May L 
The National Republican cf this afternoon 
published some official dispatches from Gen. 
Binks, dated near St. Martinsville, April 17tb, 
from which it appears that when he left Baton 
Rouge three regiments of colored troops re- 
mained for its defense. The results among 
those of Gen. Banks' expedition are— a marcn 
of over three hundred miles, beating the ene- 
BJ in three battles, two on land aud o ie on 
irnnd Lake, dispersing the rebel army, Hlter- 
y destroying the rebel navy, capturing the 
foendrits ot the enemy at Franklin and New 
Ibciia snd dtmo'.hhiDg the talt works tea 
miles southwest of the latter place, capturing 
the. camp cquiiiaxe of the enemy; also several 
guns and nearly two thousand prisoners, and 
so deranging tbe plans of the rebels that they 
cannot for tome months reorganize. Other 
successes of General Banks, already known 
to the public, are mentioned. 

Our loss in the two land battles was about 
six or seven hundred. 

Nothing could txceed the conduct of the 
officers and privates in Banks' command. 

The dispatcbes smy we have not only de- 
stroyed the army aud navy of the enemy, and 
captured his materials for reorgauizition, but 
we have also in our possession his ablest offi- 
cers of the sta aud laud. 

Pittsburg, May L 
Great excitement here to day in consequence 
*»f Mparts from Morgantown. 

General Howe received a letter from Major 
Sho waiter, stating that the rebels had del'eat- 
d Colonel Mulligan at Pairmont and were re- 
turnine to Morgantown in force, having re- 
ceived re-enforcements from Beverly. A let- 
r from Uolonel Olphant confirmed this re 
po t, suing that ut-le.-s re-enforcements were 
immediately sent from here bis whole dis- 
tr.ct would be at the mercy of the enemy. 

A meeting was held at CJen. Holmes' office, 
at which Governor Pierpoint, of Virginia, 
Senator Willey, Col. Cross, commander of the 
post here, and several of the most influential 
citizens were present. After earnest discus- 
sion, it was decided that nothing could be 
done fi r want of proper authority. 

The 10 o'clock train from Morgantown to- 
day brought sergeant Boston, one of the 
scouts sent out by Capt. Wright, who went as 
far as Morgantown. He reports the rebels 
as numbering 4,000. 

A special messenger arrived here last night 
from Greensboro, ten miles from Morgantown, 
witb intelligence that Mulligan had attacked 
a small force under the rebel leader Jones, 
and was getting the belter of him when the 
enemy was reinforced by large forces under 
Gcu. Boden, by the Evansville pike, and by 
Herman, by Indian Creek, so that Mulligan's 
little force was nearly surrounded, and had to 
retire. 

No troops have yet left here, but two regi- 
ments are fully equipped, and could be sent 
immediately should Governor Curtln call 



Philadelphia, May 1. 

The Evening Bulletin publishes an extra, 
wlihf.be following: 

"We have no dispatches relative to the move- 
ments of our army beyond the Rappahannock, 
but we are able to assure our readers that 
every thing Is going favorably in Gen. Hook- 
er's army.

—A correspondent of the Missouri Demo- 
crat, writing from Cape Girardeau on the 26th 
ult., in regard to the expedition of Marraa- 
dnke from Arkansas into Missouri, which the 
rebels thought would be a brilliant aftair, but 
which was summarily cut short by Gen. Van- 
dever, sajs that the result has been one of 
shame and disgrace to Marmaduke. In addi 
tion to plundering and destroying the country 
which he passed, he has accomplish 
but, on the contrary, has lost ful 
ly one-fourth of his command. He has sue 
ceeded In moving off over one hundred aud 
fifty wagon loads of wares of one character 
and anotaec, and is endeavoring to move off 
himself. If he succeeds in escaping the pur 
suit of Gens. Vandcver and McNeil he will have 
accomplished the object of his expeditlon- 
that of successful robbery. He did not come 
to fight, but to steal. The Impudence of his 
demand for a surrender of Cape Girardeau is 
only equaled by the foolish ne: s of his en* 
trance into the State. If permitted he will re- 
turn from whence he came a wiser if not a 
better man. 

—The rebel army in Tennessee under Bragg 
and Johnston hat certainly been heavily re 
enforced within a few days past, and there are 
indications that Gen. Rosecrana will have 
some hot work before him ere the lapse of 
much more time. We are informed that 
Bragg and Johnston have been re- en forced 
by from 20.000 to 25,000 men from Virginia. 
The whole rolling stock on the Virginia and 
East Tennessee, as well ns that on the Pv.ch- 
mond and Atlanta, t ailroad is reported as hav- 
ing been employed in tbe transportation of 
troops. This report, however, may be re- 
ceived with many grains of allowance. The 
rebels are reported as being on very short 



-The Richmond Enquirer of the 20th nit. 
says that it has reasous tor believing that Gen. 
Hooker designs changing his base of opera- 
tions from Fredericksburg to the Whits House, 
aud that, if not held to his present position by 
some threatening demonstration of Gen. Lec, 
In a few days the enemy will be found ascend- 
ing the York river. 

—We have had during the past ten d«ys nu- 
contradictory statements as to the 
of General Hooker's army. It is 
now, we believe, reliably stated that the gallant 
army of the Potomac is really on the move 
towards Richmond. On Wednesday four 
corps of t he army crossed the Rappahannock 
at Port Royal, which is thirty miles below 
Fredericksburg and forthy-five miles from 
Richmond. It is stated thu if Hooker shall 
get his entire army over the Rappahannock 
unobserved, he will march dirtct to the 
White House on the l'amunky river, tbence 
move In between Lee and Richmond, thus 
compelling the rebel leader to fight outside of 
his fortifications. We may expect interesting 
news from Virginia, for Hooker now evident- 
ly means to fight. 

—A corresponde nt of the Commercial writ 
Ingfr om Millikcus Bend, Louisiana, on the 
23d ult., says: 

The situation at New Carthage remains as 
when I last wrote. The troops have not yet 
commenced crossing the river, I believe, al- 
though there are camp-rumors to the effect 
that one division has reached the Mississippi 
side. A few of the gunboats have gone be- 
low Natchez to blockade the nioutn of R<?d 
river, and cut off the rebel supplies from that 
region. It will require a good deal of vigi- 
lance on the part of our naval officers to ac- 
complish this desirable result, as there are a 
number of poiuts at which, it is said, the reb- 
els can swim a thousand bead of cattle per 
day across. Our troops below Vicksburg are 
living on rations sent down in barges and 
transports on thi night of the 17ih. Tea -gays' 
subsistence tor twenty-five thousand men was 
started down, and, ot this, one fourth was de- 
stroyed by the loss of the Henry Clay and the 
Injuries sustained by the Forest Queen. 

— The news from Europe is as late as April 
19th, from which we learn that the new Eng- 
lish-rebel privateer Virginia, which has gone 
from a British port, to pray upon our 
commerce, is described as a formidable ve-:- 
sel, heavily armed. The Polish rebellion still 
rages, the Russian Czar's offer of amnesty 
having been rejected. France, England and 
Austria have taken sides against Russia, nnd 
we shall not be surprised to hear of a genial

Looking at it I foand It to be for Franklin. Ky I 
told him it was not the kind I wanted. He safd he 
understood that such was the kind I wanted 
Thinking It a strange procoedinK, I asked him if it 
did not mean a conspiracy or some trap to inveigle 
me. He assured me that there was no such an 
Idea; .i*ked me If I was a Free Mason- gave me the 
sign, which I having answered he then told me 
that he sent a great many goods to the South and 
could help me do the same. I replied I had none 
for the rebels, and if I had I would see them In 
h— 11 before I would sell to them, and that if it wac 
not for the above order of needles I should he 
ready to go home. He tilked considerably in that 
strain, and finally asked for ten or five dollars- 
part to be paid to the writer of the pass and the 
halnnce towards the support of his familv. which 
be declared was very poor, and this was his onlv 
means of support, f expressed mv sorrow that I 
had no money about me, bat should give him some- 
thing in a day or two. That did not suit him; said 
he was very much in wnnt of money. I told him 
if be was that had off I would borrow some f< 
him: took my hat, and requested hist to go with 
me, I would try and net It for him. We went to 
Mr. Hartman's drns»»tore, corner Fourth and Jeffer 
son streets. I asked Mr. H. to let me have five dol 
lars to Blye to the man, which be did. We then 
walked back. On the way t > my room he picked 
np and introduced tame another man. a-d took 
him alonz to my room.
